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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to communication filed on 3/31/04 in which 

claims 23-58 are pending. The application has been fully considered 
therefore this case is in condition for allowance. In addition the pending 
claims have been renumbered as 1-36, respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: cross- 
correlating the incident pulsed signal with the training sequence, the cross-correlating 
comprising algebraically summing in accordance with the polarity code, windows of the 
incident pulsed signal, with starting points of the windows being determined by the time- 
hopping code; and detecting an end point of the preamble based upon a result of the 
cross-correlation as recited in claims 23, 38 and 53.
